WORKS IN 200 DEGREE HEAT. 


Engineer by Heroic Feat Prevents Sev- 
eral Days’ Delay in Voyage of 
Ocean Steamship. 


New York, Sept. 8—[Special.)—The liner 
Carmania arrived today and brought in a 
tale of courage on the part of the third en- 
gineer, who fussed around with balked ma- 
chinery in a temperatue of over 200 degrees 
Fahrenheit in order that the ship's already 
delayed voyage might be shortened by some 
six hours or s0. 

The second day out of Queenstown a leak 
developed in the center turbine, putting 
the turbine out of commission. In order to 
use the remaining twoturbines it was neces- 
sary to go Into the center turbine and shut 
some doors. 

Third Engineer A. C. McCutcheon came 
forward. The thermometer showed just 178 
degrees at the mouth of the manhole when 
the young engineer entered the turbine, and 
the temperature inside was over 200.

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PHONES REFUSED 
TO NEW BUILDING 


C. C. Heisen Asks Court to 
Force Chicago Company to 
Supply Him with Service. 


ELECTRIC UNION FEARED.

The Chicago Telephone company has de- 
clined to put telephones in the new Heisen 
building, now nearly completed at Harrison 
and Dearborn streets. The company’s re- 
fusal is based on a fear of becoming involved 
with the electrical workers’ union, which 
has been at outs with C. C. Heisen, owner 
of the new skyscraper. 

As a result Mr. Heisem and Charles Scrib- 
ner’s Sons, publishers, who are tenants of the 
Heisen building, petitioned the Superior court 
yesterday for a writ of mandamus to com- 
pel the company to install telephones on 
the twelfth floor of the new structure. 


Company’s Duty to Public. 

It is understood that the suit in court wil] 
argue that under the telephone company’s 
franchise from the city it is compelled to 
furnish telephone service to all customers, 
irrespective of whether the fulfillment of 
euch prescribed duty will be pleasing to this 
or that labor union. 

B. EB. Sunny, president of the telephone 
company, said last night that his company 
was willing to install the instruments, but 
that Electrical union No. 184, with which 
the company had a contract, would not fur- 
nish the workmen 


Company’s Duty to the Public. 

Mr. Sunny was asked: 

“Is it not a fact, and algo is it not-the 
theory on which you operate, that the com- 
pany’s franchise makes it obligatory on 
the telephone company to’furnish equal 
service without discrimination to all custom- 
ers?’’ 

Mr. Sunny replied “yes.” He added: 

‘‘The company and the union have a con- 
tract that the union shall install al! tele- 
phones in buildings under construction,” 
he said. ‘‘ The reason the union will not 
furnish us workmen to put telephones in the 
Heisen building is because of trouble be- 
tween Heijsen and the electrical union.” 


Will Press Case in Court. 

Mr. Heisen contends that this is no excuse 
for the public service corporation to supply 
service, and he will press the matter in the 
courts. He says the telephones now in use 
in the building were inetalled by nonunion 
electricians He adds that before any tele- 
phones had been installed he wrote to J. M. 
Boyle, business agent of the electricians, 
and demanded that the union supply him 
with workmen for the installation of the 
instruments. 

“I learned that Boyle served hotice on 
the telephone company to the effect that 
if it even furnished the telephone instru- 
ments for my building he would call a strike 
of all electricians in the employ of the com- 
pany,” said Mr. Heisen. 

The complainants’ petition alleges that they 
communicated with Mr. Sunny and demand- 
ef that he order the telephones installed. 
They assert that their demands were denied. 

Trouble Began Last Spring. 
trouble on the Heisen building be- 
gan early last spring when the steamfitters 
and plumbers first engaged in their juris- 
dictional dispute. It was the scene of many 
labor sluggings and several riots. Jobn Ram-

‘T've Just Put $5,000 in His 
Desk for Signing Grant,’’ 
Says Heating Firm Head. 


MONEY FOUND BY SHERIFF 


Knotts, City Engineer and Five 
Aldermen Also Involved 
in Charges. © 


ACCUSEG OF SOLICITING BRIBES 


Thomas E. Knotts, mayor of Gary. Ind., 
gave audience yesterday to T. B. Dean, head 
of the Dean Heating and Power company of 
Louisville, Ky. He was innocent of the fact 
that a hidden telephonic instrument with the 
power of magnifying sound was beneath his 
desk and that it transmitted every word of 
his conversation to a stenographer in a dis- 
tant room. 

Neither did he know that a deputy sheriff 
was waiting at the door to arrest him. As 
the mayor ushered Dean out that individual 
turned to the deputy and said: 

“Berve your warrant. I just gave him 
$5,000 for our franchise. It’s in an envelope 
in a drawer of his desk.”’ : 

The deputy stepped inside, arrested the 
mayor, and found the envelope just where 
Dean had said it would be. The telephone 
Was removed a few minutes later and the 
record of what was said has been written 
up for the trial. This instrument played an 
important part in trapping grafters in the 
Ohio legislature. 

Before entering the office, Dean had him- 
self examined by four persons as a proof that 
the mondy was in his possession. When he 
came out he was searched again, and the 
money was gone. The mayor, shortly after 
his arrest, was released on a $5,000 bond. 

Besides the mayor, the city engineer. five 
aldermen and another citizen were arrested 
on ths chargé ’of soliciting and accepting 
bribes for the passage of the heating fran- 
chise. 

Men Placed Under Arrest. 

Those arrested were: : 

THOMAS E. KNOTTS, mayor. His arrest 
was also attended by the taking of $5,000 in 
marked bills, alleged to have been placed 
in his desk a few minutes before by T. B. 
Dean, the recipient of tue heating franchise. 

Cc. M. WILLISTON, city engineer, whom 
Dean accuses of demanding §2, for his 
services, and who, he says, received part of 
this sum. 

WALTER GIBSON, already awaiting trial 
for bribery charges preferred by Mayor 
Knotts, whom Dean says has $500 deposited 
to his credit in a Chicago safety deposit 
vault. 

DOMINICK SZYMANSKI] alderman,whom 
Dean says has deposited in the same vault. 

BOLICE SZYMANSKI, s0n of the alder- 
man, whom Dean says solicited a bribe of 
$250. ~_ 

EMERSON L. BOWSER, alderman, who 
Dean says demanded $1,250, part of which 
has been paid. 

JOHN SIMIASKO, alderman, who, accord- 
ing to Dean, has $500 to his credit in the 
safety deposit vault. 

ANTONY BAUKUS, alderman, 
Dean involves to the extent of $1,000. 


Find $5,000 in Mayor’s Desk. 

Mayor Knotts was the first of the group 
to be arrested. At 9 o'clock in the morning 
Dean entered the mayor's office, where he 
signed the heating franchise. Before enter- 
ing the room Dean had himself examined by 
witnesses to prove that he had the $5,000 A 
few minutes later he emerged from the 
executive chamber. He submitted to a 
search to show that the money was gone. 

Dean then called to Deputy Sheriffs Blocki 
and Morris, who were nearby, and told them 
to enter the mayor's office and serve the 
warrants. At the same time he told them 
that after he had given Knotts the money 
the executive placed it In a drawer in his 
desk. The deputies entered and read the 
warrant to the mayor and found the money 
im the place indicated. 

Money Taken as Evidence. 

The $5,000 in marked bille was taken to 
Crown Point to be used as evidence. Bai! 
ponds to the extent of $5,000 were signed 
for the mayor by his brother, former Mayor 
A. F. Knotts of Hammond, and Hoy D. Davis, 
a@ banker. 

Sheriff Grant and his deputies then guided 
their automible to the steel! mills, where they 
arrested Ald. E. L. Bowser, chief of police 
for the steel corporation. 

Ald. Gibson, young Szymanski, and the 
others were picked up in quick order and the 
seven were rushed to Crown Point, where 
they were released after giving bonds. 

Dean was granted the franchise by the 
board of public works, which consists of the 
mayor, the city engineer, and Frank Shaw, 
a steel company clerk. On Aug. 21, while the 
mayor was in the west, the council ratified 
the grant. 

Tells of Seeking Franchise. 

“The idea of getting after the grafters of 
Gary occurred to me soon after I started to 
sec @ franchise last spring,”’ said Mr. 
Dean. “1 was warned by friends that my 
franchise would have hard sledding, unless 
I was willing to spend money, and I soon 
came to the conclusion that they were right. 
Then 1 made up my mind to go ahead and 
gee what the trouble was. 

“y engaged the law firm of Borders & 
Walters in Chicago, and retained Hodges & 
Ridgely a# my local attorneys. The case 
was worked up piece by piece. 

“In regard to the report that I am 4 
detective and came for the purpose of secur- 
ing evidence alone, there is nothing to it. 
I came a8 a representative of capitalists 
in Chicago and Louisville to secure a fran- 
chise and £0 into the business of furnishing 
heat and power in Gary.” :

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LINK AUTO DEATH 
TO LABOR THUGS 


Police and State’s Attorney’s 
Men Think Wennerstrom 
‘Was Sluggers’ Chauffeur; 
Killed by Them. 


TO SEEK WITNESS’ BODY. 


Authorities Search River Today 
for Corpse of John Ramler; 
Driver Long Under Watch; 
Lost Night of Murder. 


Men in State’s Attorney Wayman's office 
believe Frederick Wennerstrom wes killed 
by labor sluggerse of the type responsible for 
the killing of Vincent Altman, William Gen- 
theman, and others. 

This theary was divulged late yesterday 
after the discovery of Wennerstrom’s auto- 
mobile three and one-half miles from the 
spot where his body was found last Sunday 
in the Fox river. 

Discovery in the afternoon of blood stains 
on the floor and window silt of the Suchy 
school, four miles from the Fox river, con- 
vinces the police that Wennerstrom was 
| Killed in the school botse, and that his 
body, after it had been wrapped and weight- 
ed, was carried by the murderers to the 
Fox river bridge and thrown into the water. 


Will Seek Body of Witness. 

It is now the belief of state’s attorneys 
and police officers that Wennerstrom drove 
the machine which kidnaped John Ramler, 
chief witness against the ‘‘ Mose ’’ Enright 
slugging crew, three days before the begin- 
ning of their trial, ; 

The police even believe that the body of 
Ramiler may be in the river, too, and today 
they will drag the stream for two miles 
above and below the bridge in the expecta- 
tion that they may solve the disappear- 
ance of Ramler. 

Wennerstrom, according to the latest rev- 
elations, was cheuffeur for a gang of labor 
sluggers, driven by police investigations back 
ea their old trade of robbery and safe blow- 


During the three days before Wenner- 
strom’s body was found, weighted and tied 
with wire—in a manner similar to the bind- 
ing of the bodies of three previous labor vic-. 
tims—Charlies Furthmann, an assistant to 
the state's attorney, had been searching for 
him. It was the first time in six weeks 
that the chauffeur hed escaped the surveil- 
lance of the state's attorney. When the 
news came of his death, Furthmann was 
looking for him at Crystal Lake. Furth- 
py 0 is now as#isting at the investigations 


Lost Track of Chauffeur, 

On the day before his disappearance Wen- 
nerstrom underwent an examination in the 
state’s attorney's office. That night the 
state’s men lost track of him, not to regain it 
until the finding of his body. They now have 
a theory that the sluggers killed Wenner- 
strom to silence him. . 

Capt. M. P. Evans, head of Chicago's 
identification bureau, left Cary last night 
with a piece of window sill sawed from the 
Suchy schoolhouse. It is stained with several 
bloody finger prints. Copies will be made of 
these and held for comparison with the finger 
prints of any one who is arrested in connec- 
tion with the murder. 

In @ shed back of the schoo! house pleces 
of insulated wire were found identical with, 
the wire which was found wrapped about 
Wennerstrom's body. 

The discovery of the mire is coneidered 
one of the supports of the theory that the 
chauffeur was killed by sluggers. Similar 
wire was found wrapped about the bofies of 
two labor victims which have been taken 
since January from the Chicago river and 
the drainage canal. 


May Have Carried Ramler. 

Another circumstance which suggests to 
the police that Wennerstrom assisted in the 
kidnaping of Ramiler proceeds from a state- 
ment made last week by the wife of the 
murdered chauffeur. She said that the only 
previous occasion on which he had. disap- 
peared from home was the night of Aug. 11 
or 12. She was not certain of the date. 

The police say they have evidence that 
Ramiler was spirited away on Aug. 11 in 
Wennerstrom’s automobile. It is believed 
that the sluggers may also know something 
of the disappearance of Grover R. Albertson, 
also a state witness, on the same day. 

About runrise yesterday morning Edward 
Muska, 13 years old, while driving In the 
cows for the morning milking, saw the gray 
shape of an automobile drawn up by the side 
of a road not far from his uncle’s farm, 
three and one-half miles from Cary, III. 
Investigation proved it to be the machine 
of the murdered auvo liveryman, Frederick 
Wennerstrom. 

The rear license number had been changed 
from 4284 to 1713. The boy took his cows 
on to the farm and told of his discovery. The 
news was telephoned to Cary and Barring- 
ton. 


Authorities Race for Prize. 

Two automobiles, each laden with officers 
from the separate towns, started for the 
road. They serrived at the spot where the 
car wes sianding at about the same time. 

An 6tgument at once started as to the 
county in Which the car lay. Marshal Peters 
of Barrington contended that it was on the 
Cook county side of the line. Assistant 
State's Attorney Donovan and Martha) Aur- 
inger of Cary were equally sure that it was 
on the McHenry county side. 

After a few minutes of flerce argument 
Mr. Donovan proved that he was in the 
right and William Cokeley, a student at 
Notre Dame university who had accom- 
panied the Cary forces to the scene, took the 
seat and drove the car back to Cary. 

The road on which the car wes found is 4 
particularly desolate one. It has been little 
used since John Lucas, & farmer, committed 
suicide there some years ago. There is « 
superstition among the older people that the 
road is “ haunted.” ey 

The electric headlights on the front of ths 
car were still lighted. It was at first thought 
that this would help in the solution of the 
problem as to how long the car had been 
deserted, but it developed that the battery 
lamps are guaranteed to burn for weeks. 

Bloody fingerprints were discovered on the 
railing of the bridge over which the body 
was thrown. Capt. Evans went to photograph 
these fingerprints in the hope that they 
will lead to the identity of the slayer. Capt.

eBattie’s Only Hope in Appeal. 

The Court of Appeals, to be sure , will be 
asked to grant a writ of error and a new 
trial. Young Beattie, cognizant of the legal 
weapons yet at his disposal, did not sur- 
/render. Instead, he consoled his broken- 
down father, white haired and wrinkled, and 
comforted him as he whispered, ‘“‘I haven't 
lost yet, father.” 

The twelve jurymen did not hesitate to 
admit to their friends that they stood in 
judgment not only over the murder, but upop 
Beattie’s marital infidelity as well. | 

At the close of a powerful address by 
Prosecuter L. O. Wendenburg the suspense 
was felt not alone in the courtroom, but is 
Richmond, where thousands Of people await- 
ed the outcome. 

The jury had for eleven days heard evidence 
and for two days speeches, but the words 
of Mr. Wendenburg rang in their ears as they 
left the courtroom to find their. verdict. 

“ Let that man go free!"’ he said. “ What 
let that man go free! Why, the motherhood 
of Virginia, the womanhood of this nation 
will shudder in terror as the security of its 
life is threatened. Let this man go free! 
The man who basked in the degraded sun- 
shine of another woman while at his home a 
young wife nursed his child? Gentlemen, I 
merely ask you in the name of justice to de 


your duty.” 


Pictures Tragedy in Vivid Detail. 

In vivid detail, the prosecutor pictured the 
wife as she started on her innocent journey 
into the cool air ofa summer night. The 
jurors saw again in their minds the aute- 
mobile in which she rode beside her hus 
band, and how Beattie stepped into the dark- 
ness of the thicket, found the shotgun which 
he had earlier concealed and deliberately 
slew his wife. 

The desperate ride home with a bieeding 
and lifeless body crushed into the small 
space in the front part of the machine, the 
husband coldly sitting against the blood- 
covered head of his wife, were graphically 

detailed to the jury. Only passing attention 
was given by Mr. Wendenburg to the pur- 
chase of the gun by Paul Beattie, a cousin of 
the accused. The defense had asserted, he 
said, that on Paul's story alone was built 
the case of the prosecution, but he held aloft 
the blood-stained clothing of the prisoner as 
** the mute evidence of the crime " and asked: 
* Do you want any Oiher evidence? ” 
Blood flecked the lower fringe of the shirt 
in deep dark blots. Not a mark was on 
either sleeve of shirt or coat. The prisoner 
had deciared he held his wife with one hand 
and steered his car with the other, but the 
absence of blood on the arms, the prosecutor 
declared, gave the lie to his story.

Mrs. Frederick E. Wadhams, who solved 
her own domestic problem some time ego 
by using a horsewhip on “ Countess“ Mar- 
guerite Von Scheben, made a statement in 
which she accused Mrs. Coney of having set 
her cap for Dr. Wadhams. She said that 
Mra. Coney was an intimate-friend of the 
“countess ™ and went so far as to describe 
her as an “ associate home wrecker.” 

“ Mrs. Coney needn’t play the ‘ little white 
dove” role,’ said Mrs. Wadhams, who seemed 
to appreciate the opportunity of squaring ac- 
counts. “Why, I had tp drive her away 
from my husband with threats. 


Women Leave by Back Door. 

“I met Mrs. Coney. through Mrs. Von 
Scheben in the days before I discovered that 
woman's true character. Mrs. Coney was 
living with her husband at that time, and 
they both have been my guests. I learned 
how my hospitality had been rewarded on the 
night I found@the doctor, my husband, in- 
toxicated in Mrs. Von Scheben’s apartment 
at 823 Sheridan road. Mrs. Coney was there, 
too. 

“ Both women ran out the back door as I 
entered. It is lucky for them they did, or I 
would have had my mark on Mrs. Coney as 
well as the Von Scheben woman. 

“‘ Detectives in my employ were watching 
the rear of the house and they saw Mrs. 
Coney fleeing in the trail of Mrs. Von Scheben 
when I came to get the doctor. This was 
after Mrs. Coney was divorced by her hus- 
band, but it was bad enough anyhow.”

After’ Mrs. Wadhams had horsewhipped 
the “countess” the latter successfully 
dodged reporters for two weeks. At that 
time she was tiving at the Hotel Brevoort. 
Officers of the Juvenile Protective league 
made several vain attempts to interview Mrs. 
Coney. They were looking for evidence 
against Mrs. Von Scheben to substantiates 
the charge that she had contributed to the 
delinquency of her children. 

Mrs. Coney was making arrangements for 
bail when Mrs. Wadhams entered her state- 
ment inthe case. Mrs. Coney was arreigned 
before Judge Gemmil! at the Maxwell street 
court. The charge of “assault wih intent 
to kill and murder” was booked over the 
name of John G. Roach, a detective at the 
Fillmore street police station. 

Roach was a mile away when the shooting 
occurred. He was selected as the complain- 
ant because Watson, the wounded architect, 
was unable to leave the hospital. 

Mrs. Coney, as she entered the dingy court- 
room on the arm of her brother, was as cool 
and self-possessed as when she gave herself 
up to detectives on Thursday following the 
shooting. 


Passes Night at Station. 


The woman had passed the night on a cot 


in the matron’s quarters at the Fillmore 
street station. She had slept little, and her 
eyes were swollen from weeping when she 
had risen ; 

At the request of Lieutenant Zimmer, the 
hearing was continued until Sept. 22 James 
Campbell, the attorney who appeared for 
Mrs. Coney, agreed to the postponement. The 
proceedings occupied only a few minutes. 
Bail was fixed at $2,000. Friends secured a 
professional bondsman, and she was released 
at 10:30 o’clock. 

Watson, lying in the Robert Burns hospital 
suffering from two bullet wounds inflicted by 
Mrs. Coney, summoned Lieutenant Zimmer 
to his side early in the morning. 

“TI certainly intend to prosecute the 
woman,”’ he said. “ You file a formal charge 
against her, and as soon as I am abie to 
leave the hospital and appear before a judge 
I will file my complaint. This is a definite 
stand, and I am not going to back water.’ 

Attorney Campbeil was equally positive 
that Watson would never appear in court te 
testify against Mrs. Coney.

A man. who 
claimed to be the owner of the dog brought 
it to the railroad station at Sarnia and told 
the baggagemaster to put it on the train for 
Chicago. The owner showed a ticket which 
entitled him to carry the dog. 
~ Just before the arrival of the train the dog 
escaped from the baggage room. Its owner 
threatened to sue the Grand Trunk ratiroad 
for $1,000 unless the beast was caught aad 
sent on to him. 


All Sarnia Joins Chase, 

Everybody in Sarnia joined in the dog 
chase, and it was captured. The station 
agent telegraphed the conductor of the train 
that bore the dog’s owner, telling of the good 
news. The information was given to the man 
who owned the dog.

customs officials found the dog, but there 
Was no one to claim it.

In other words, there has been 
a ten fold increase. in crops within the last 
twelve years. 

In these provinces the area of the field 
crops named, in 1900, was 3,491,413 acres. In 
1911, 15.355,500 acres. Canada has a much 
bigher average of hard wheat production to 
the acre than the United States, Russia, or 
Argentina, which speaks volumes for the 
character of the soil and the influence of 
climate. \ 

It is the expectation of the average Cana- 
dian that his country will be the granary of 
the world.

Prophecy of Statistics. 

That Canada can do this successfully is 
shown, the Canadians claim, by a glance at 
statistics. The present crop of 178,000,000 
bushels of wheat raised in the northwestern 
srovinces is grown on 9,600,000 acres, It 
is estimated that 50,000,000 acres in the 
provinces named are available for wheat 
production. Thus, if the average yield per 
acre is maintained in the future, Canada 
ought to be able to garner 1,000,000,000 bush- 
ele annually and thus supply the American 
people with all the wheat they will need.

The 
wealth of Canada will be appreciated when it 
is known that the total bank deposits in 1910 
amounted te $910,000,000.

The census of 1901 -eported 5,317,315 inhabi- 
tants..

Miss Laughlin’s 


“Children of Tomorrow.” 


BY ELIA W. PEATTIE. 


HE first thing that strikes the reader of 
Clara E. Laughlin’s new hovel, “THE 
CHILDREN OF, TOMORROW” §(Scrib- 
ner’s) is the widé awake spirit that ani- 
mates it. Miss Laughlin appears to be 
absorbed in life, and her characters emulate 
her. They form, indeed, an avid company, who 
“drink of life” as if ‘twere Wine, and who 
seem to be not so much individuals as the rep- 
resentatives of a countless band of expectant 
adventurers. Perhaps Miss Laughlin really 
tHought of New York as her protagonist. At 
any rate it is that city, with its ceaseless 
struggle, its diversions and delights, its sins 
and shames, its political conspiracies and com- 
mercial aggressiveness, which stands in the 
foreground. It is the city with which the read- 
er is really absorbed, and the group of persons 
brought out into thé spotlight serve no better 
than any of a thouand others which the au- 
thor might have chosen to illustrate her sym- 
pathetic meanings. The intention of the book 
is both large and kind, and the alertness and 
eagerness of Miss Laughlin's mind insure for 
it a desirable place in the. season’s product. 

The weakness ef the book lies in a lack of 
vividness in characterization. Miss Laug)lin 
makes high claims for her heroine; gives her 
credit for historic charm and conveys the idea 
that the character is drawn from life. But she 
does not, after all, quite make out her claim. 
The girl ts sweet enough and sensible enough, 
but she is not-.extraordinary. The story has a 
plot, and the secret which lies at the core of 
it is recounted too many times. The reader 
grows weary of the recapitulation and of hav- 
ing to look at it ffom the point of view of 
many persons. Perhaps Miss Laughlin en- 
deavored to vitalize too many characters. In 
the old-fashioned three volume novel a large 
number of characters could be handled well 
enough, but the crisp modern American product 
hardly allows of the identification of more than 
eight or ten persons. 

In spite of these defects in workmanship 
Mies Laughlin has produced a strong and read- 
able book, and one which shows a strengthen- 
ing both in feeling and in technique. 

The book is illustrated in half tone by Lucfus 
W. Hitchcock; and the cover design, showing 
a street of New York tenements with the sea 
beyond an.. the effulgent half risen sun,, suits 
well the appealing title, “Children of Tomor- 


row.” .

Economical Housekeeping. 
BY JANE EDDINGTON. 


Canning Tomatoes. 


©O TABLE vegetable has a more in- 

teresting history, though a briefer one 

than most, than the tomato, or “loye 

apple.” As late as the year 1829 it was 

feared and detested as a member of the 
nightshade family, various species of which are 
now among our indispensable foods. By ten 
years’ time the whole attitude of people in 
reference to it had changed, and by the time 
of the civil war efforts were being made to 
put it up in cans to sell the year around. By 
that time not only the ripe, but the green 
tomato was being widely used: 

The nam@tomato is said to be of American 
Indian origin. It is now to be seen in the mar- 
ket the year around, but during a part of the 
year at prohibitive prices, for the majority of 
people. Its market season used to be from 
July to October ohly, now it has been prophesied 
that in“time it will be in the market the year 
around, fresHi and at very reasonable prices. 

> 


Before it was discovered that to can the to- 
mato the only thing that was necessary was 
to cook it and seal it up tight, many dif- 
ferent attempts were made to “preserve” it. 
The following was at one time considered the 
best mode of doing this: Pour boiling water 
on the ripe tomatoes and peel them. Boil them 
until reduced to half the original quantity, 
throwing in at-first a teacup of sugar and -a 
large spoonfyl of salt for every gallon. When 
reduced to one-half the quantity, spread it on 
flat dishes, half an inch thick, and dry it eight 
or ten days in the sun and air. Then put it 
in layers, with papers between. In preparing 
it for the table, stew it slowly in a good deal of 
water, adding bread crumbs and seasoning. 
Sometimes this was dried in the brick oven in- 
stead of in the sun. All such ways of pre- 
paring vegetables and fruit went out of vogue 
with the use of soft coal and the increase of 
dust. 

Another old way, which was not considered 
as good as the above, was to cut the tomatoes 
in two without peeling, and to dry them in. the 
oven. 

The old fashioned tomato figs were made as 
follows: Scald and’ peel the tomatoes, and then 
boil them in one-third their weight of sugar till 
they are penetrated by it. Then flatten and 
dry them in the sun, occasionally turning them 
and sprinkling with sugar. When dry pack 
them in layers, with sugar sprinkled be- 
tween. 

The home canned tomato is a product highly 
superior to the commercial, except of the very 
highest grade, and the expense is rarely over 
two or three cents a can. 


~- 

There are at least three methods of doing this 
{fn common use. The simplest is to stew the 
tomatoes simply—-for a half hour after they 
commence,to boil—and then. to put them, while 
hot, into thoroughly sterilized jars.’ This is 
a good way to use slightly imperfect tomatoes. 
They should be heated rather slowly and care 
should be taken to stir them frequently to keep 
them from catching to the bottom of the kettle. 

Canned Tomatoes.—Pour, boiling water over 
tomatoes and remove skins, slice and fill bottles. 
put rubbers and tops on, and screw tight.. Put 
a rack and cloth over it in the bottom of a 
wash boiler, set in bottles of tomatoes, fill with 
water to three-fourths the height of the bottles, 
let come slowly to a boll, and boil for one hour. 
Take out and fill those whose contents have 
settled with that of one of the bottles or jars. 
Seal tight. Have the bottle or jars running 
over full. f 

Miss Parloa’s Way.—Eight quarts of medtim 
sized tomatoes, four quarts of sliced tomatoes. 
Put the sliced tomatoes into a stewpan and 
Place on stove on iron ring. Heat. slowly, 
stirring frequently from the bottom, and boil 
twenty minutes. Take from the fire and rub 
through a strainer. Return to fire. While the 
Sliced tomatoes are cooking, pare the whole to- 
matoes and put them in sterilized jars. Pour 


into the jars enough of the stewed and strained’ 


tomato to. fill all the interstices. Put the un- 
covered jars in a moderate oven, placing them 
on a pad of asbestos or in shallow pans of hot 
water. Let the tomatoes cook in the oven for 
half an hour. Take from the oven and fill to 
overflowing with boiling hot strained tomato, 
then seal.

ENGINEER SPEAKS FIRST.

Hearings on the location of the proposed 
outer harbor will be begun before the city 
council committee on harbors, wharves, end 
bridges Monday afternoon. 

City Engineer John Ericson,’ who under

Other meetings will be held during the 
week and it is hoped that the committee will 
have a concrete recommendation ready for 
the city council soon after its first meeting 
on Sept. 25. 


Mayor and Ald. Long Confer.

We need an auti-noise society with inte!- 
ligence enough to discover remedies and 
energy enough to secure them. 


REVOLUTIONARY BRITAIN. 

The Tory press of England is ascribing 
, to Lloyd-George a large part of the responsi- 
bility for the recent strike. This brilliaut 
Radical is charged with inflaming class 
against class, and two of his speeches are 
being liberally quoted against him, These 
are the addresses of July, 1909, at Lime- 
hduse and later at Mile End. From the 
former the following passage, among others, 
is being offered as a specimen of the danger- 
ous incendiarism of this cabinet officer and 
leader of agvanced Liberalism: 


- » « The landlords are receiving £8,000,000 a 
year by way of royalties. What for? They never 
deposited the coal there.

Yet he, by some civine right, de- 
mands his foll for merely the right of men to risk 
| their lives in hewing these rocks. Eight millions 
a@ year. ; 

In the very next colliery to the one I descended,

. and yet when the prime minister and I 
knock at the coor of these great landlords and say 
to them: ‘*' Do you know that some of th: se poor 
fellows who have been diggirg up royalties at the 
risk of their lives are oid, that though they have 
survived the perils of their trade, they are broken, 
they can earn no more—we want you to give sc me- 
thing towards‘keeping them out of the workhouse ?”’ 
ihey scowl at us, We say: Only a halfpenny, 
just a copper.’’ They say: ‘ You thieves.” and 
they turn their dogs on us, and you can hear them, 
bark every morning. [Cheers.] . 
I claim that the tax we impose on the lord is 
fair and just, and it is moderate. [Cheers. ] They 
go on threatening that if we proceed they will cut 
down their benefactions and that they will dis- 
charge labor. What kind of labor is it that they 
will dispense with? Are they going to threaten to 
devastate rural England by feeding themselves and 
dressing themselves? [{Laughter.) Are they going 
to reduce their gamekeepers? t would be sad. 
{Laughter.] The agricultural laborer and the 
farmer might then have some part in the game 
which they fatten with their labor. What would 
happen to you? In the season no weck’s shooting 
with the Duke of Norfolk for any of us! {Laugh- 
ter.] But that is not the labor they are going to 
cut down. They are going to cut down preductive 
labor; they are going to ruin their property so that 
it should not be taxed. . . . No ceuntry, how- 
ever rich. can permanently afford to have quartered 
on its revenue a class which declines to do the 
duty which it is called on to perform, and, there- 
fore, it will be one of the prime duties of statesman- 
ship te investigate these conditions.

TWO OPINIONS OF WAR. 
President Taft and Col. Roosevelt start 
from two opposite points when they ap- 
proach the subject of international arbitra- 
tion.

STAMPING MAIL, 

Proposals have been made to postal au- 
thorities in Europe that postage stamps be 
done away with, wholly or in part. No 
one who knows what the mail traffic of a 
large commercial concern is will wonder at 
the dissatisfaction with the present sys- 
tem. The entire time of one clerk frequent- 
ly is required, and in some concerns sev- 
eral persons are occupied in placing the 
little oblongs of gummed paper on envel- 
opes and packages. An experiment already 
has been tried in Bavaria of postmarking 
large consignments. at the postoffice, the 
operation being carried out by machinery, 
and no stamps being used. In this way an 
enormous expense for printing, cutting, and 
pasting paper stamps has been avoided and 
no affixing of stamps has been necessary. 

But it is suggested that this method is 
crude and that something yet more saving 
of time and labor might be devised. A 
meter, resembling a gas or water meter, 
could be attached to each large commercial 
house, and the mailing matter could be_ 
passed through it. The registry of the 
amount would be automatic, and the postal 
authorities could read the meter once a 
month and collect the amount due them, 
Different meters could be had for first, sec- 
ond, and third class matter. 

Certainly some such method as this seems 
far moré consistent with the spirit of the 
age than our present laborious and time 
honored way of doing. We have, of course, 
provisions for avoiding the stamp nuisance 
for some matter, but probably they could 
be extended and bettered.

of Toblas Blosee of Little Bolstead Suffolk. 
One of the most extraordinary members 
of the family is Edward Lynch Blosse, whose 
name figures in Burke's “ Peerage’’ of the 
present year as “staff major of the 
Japanese intelligence’ branch,” that is to 
say, as a military spy, but who left the Eng- 
lish army, in which he held a commission 
in the Lancaster regiment, under a cloud, 
served in the American army at the time of 
ihe Spanish wax, and has undergone teveral 
sentences of penal servitude in England for 
swindling. 
On the last occasion which came under my 
motice he was sentenced in London to three 
years’ penal servitude, followed by two years’ 
police supervision. It was shortly after 
Lord Kitchener's return from Africa in 1902, 
and some of the frauds which he When perpe- 
trated were accompliched by posing as a 
member of Lord Kitchener’s staff, ‘* just 
home from South Africa,”’ swaggering about 
in a staff officer's uniform, which he had 
hired from a. Covent Garden costumer for 
the purpose of working his swindles. 
According to the evidence produced by the 
London police, he had lived entirely by fraud 
here in America and in England since he had 
been turned out of the English army, his only 
period of relative criminal desuetude being 
during the few months that he served in the 
American army in 1898. 
—~o- 
He married, just after obtaining his com- 
mission in the English army, a Miss Eva 
Brownrigg, daughter of the vicar of St. 
Jude's, Southsea. But he treated her so 
badly that at length she came to America, 
obtained a divorce in South Dakota, and then 
proceeded to marry, in Chicago, a man of 
the name of Booth, who within a year after- 
wards became insane. She subsequently re- 
turned to England. resumed the name of her 
first husband, since the English law did not 
recognize as valid her Dakota divorce, and 
a little later committed suicide by blowing 
out her brains, the name of Captain, the 
‘Hon. F. C. Howard, brother of the late Earl 
of Effingham, being conmected with the 
tiagedy. 
Indeed, according to the testimony at the 
coroner’s inquest, it was shown that she had 
killed herself owing to her having been cited 
as co-respondent in a suit for divorce brought 
against Capt. Howard by his wife, Lady Con- 
stance, the captain committing suicide on the 
fame day. 
Capt. Howard's son is the next heir to his 
ecousin’s earldom of Effingham; one of the 
most illustrious of the British peerage, the 
second lord having been lord high admiral 
of England at the time of the Spanish Ar- 
mada, |

Rifaat Pasha, hitherto minister of foreign 
affairs at Constantinople, who has just been 
appointed to succeed the late Naoum Pasha 
as Ottoman ambassador to France, was at 
one time gazetted as envoy of the sublime 
porte at Washington. But he declined to 
assume the post, owing to its being so far 
away, and secured instead. the mission of 
representing his country at Athens, 
There he managed to ingratiate himself in 
a marked degree with the reigning family, 
his task being facllitated by the fact that, al- 
though a Moslem, he is married 40 a clever 
and charming Russian woman, who remains 
a member of the Orthodox church and who 
is a daughter of that Geberal von Rennen- 
kampf who played so important a role dur- 
ing the Russo-Japanese War. Both Queen 
Olga and her daughter-in-law, Princess 
Nicholas of Greece, are Russian grand 
duchesses, and they soon bécame intimate 
with Mme. Rffaat.

The Rifaats, while at Athens, likewise 
came to know King Edward and Queen 
Alexandra, on the occasion of their visits to 
Greece, and the consequence was that when 
Musurus Pasha died in 1908, as the Turkish 
ambassador in London, and Sultan Abdul 
Hamid had gazetted Mustapha Rechid Bey 
as his successor. after receiving from the 
English foreign office an intimation that his 
appointment wouid be agreeable, the British 
monarch suddenly caused the porte to be 
informed that he would prefer Rifaat as 
Turkish envoy at his court. 
Accordingly, Rechid Bey’s nomination was 
canceled and he was sent to St. Petersburg 
instead, with promotion to the rank of

CORN OFF 390,000,000 BU. 


Improves During August; Wheat 
Short 28,000,000 Bushels; 
Oats Hard Hit. 


The extent to which crops throughout the 
cou:try will show shortages became more 
apparent yesterday with the issuance of the 
September government report. Although 
the report shows considerable improvement 
in the condition of the corn crop during 
August, it is apparent that all crops will fall 
below the 1910 harvest. 

The greatest shortages will be in corn and 
wheat. The report on corn shows a promise 
for a crop of 2,736,000,000 bu, cOmpared to 
3.126,060,000 a year ago, an apparent short- 
«Ze of 300,000,000 bu. The gain during the 
month is estimated at 115,000,000, the prom- 
ise reported on Aug. 1 being for 2,621,000,- 
GO bu 

Further losses in the spring wheat crop 
led to the conclusion that the present crop 
will fall short of the 1910 yield by 28,000,- 
Ou bu. 

rhe spring wheat promise was reduced 
from 209,000,000 bu in August to 208,000,000 bu. 
Last year’s final figures showed a crop of 
241,000,000 bu. THe pats crop is estimated 
ct 842,000,000 bu, against $18,000,000 bu last 
reonth, although the condition was reported 
luwer on Sept. 1 than on Aug. 1, the new 
method of figuring by the government being 
responsible for apparent discrepancy. In 
1°10 the final crop figures on oats showed a 
Yield of 1,127,000,000 bu. 


Losses Shown by States. 

Further losses in condition were reported in 
the big spring wheat states of the northwest, 
and the indicated yield for the three states 
is now 152,000,000 bu, compared to an estimate 
of 161,000,000 bu a month ago and a crop 
last year of 177,000,000 bu. 

North Dakota lost four points in condi- 
tion during August; Minnesota, five points, 
and South Dakota one point.

Four Associations in Scheme. 

, The food industyy is represented by four 
big associations, which have been invited 
to send delegates. They are the Nationa) 
Association of Retail Grocers, the American 
Specialty Manufacturers’ association, the 
National Wholesale Grocers’ association, and 
the Southern Wholesale Grocers’ association. 

At present the food industry is greatly dis- 
turbed over the agitation about the high 
cost of living. Extravagance of the public 
is chargea by them with being responsible 
for the greater part of the increase of the 
last few years. 

Desire of customers to have nothing but 
the best on their tables, regardiess of their 
pocketbooks, ft is declared, and the practice 
of using the telephone instead of caj}ling at 
the stores has advanced the price of food 
more than any other cause. 


Phone Called Big Factor. 

It is asserted that this matter of ordering 
by telephone, necessitating a delivery by 
wagon, no matter how small the article~ 
bas alone increased the cost of doing business 
until now it costs the average retail grocer 
between 15 and 18 cents to sell every dollar's 
worth of goods. 

All this ie after the goods reaches the hands 
of the retailer. Before the arrival of the 
foodetuffe at the back door of the consumér, 
it is contended, “ extras have been tacked 
on by both manufacturer and jobber, which 


increase the original cost of the goods to the 
ultimate consumer. 


Refined Sugar Up Again. 

Sharp advances in European beets have 
brought about another adivance in the cost 
of refined sugar, as indicated by the quota- 
tions being made by New York refiners. 

There has been a general advance by the 
New York refiners to $6.60 per 100 pounds for 
standard granulated, while Federal and Ar- 
buckle have sent up their quotations to $6.75.

Lambs sold on @ weak basis, without 
any material decline, but sheep suffered a loss 
of 15@250, displaying weakness for the first time 
this week. Native lambs to the market at 
$5.65, while rangers stopped at $5.60. Montane 
wethers dropped from $4.00 to $3.85. 

Cattle trade was slow and weak, with best steers 
clearing at $7.25. Native butcher stock supply 
consisted of cows and heifers not good enough 
to attract general packing demand, and numerous 
sales were made at prices that were 15@25c 
lower than recent high iy Calves held steady 
with choice vealers at $9.50.
